Houselots haunt selectmen 


A problem which seemed to have 
been solved by thé creation of the Of- 
ficial Map came back to bother the 
Board of Selectmen on Monday night. 

The Official Map defined existing 
streets and the subdivision control 
law limited home building to the Of- 
ficial Map streets. Lots that were laid 
out on ‘‘paper streets" could only be 
used after an “Official Map” hearing. 
In holding the hearing, the selectmen 
could consider the hardship involved, 
and the work which would be needed 
to make the street usable. 

One intent of the official map was to 
prevent builders from erecting houses 
on streets with no improvements, 
which would leave the now 
homeowner with the burden of paying 
betterments. 

Monday night, a couple appeared 
before the selectmen seeking to build 
on a lot on Wabash Road, which is not 
on the official map. James and 
Patricia Chryst had bought the parcel 
of land from Eastern Realty Trust. 

The selectmen had a letter from 
Robert Stevens of Eastern Realty 
Trust, alleging that the Selectmen had 
caused him (Stevens) damages by 
restrictions on his building in the 
town. 

After reading the letter, Selectman 
Dan Gillis commented that if Stevens 
were challenging the subdivision con- 
trol law, then he should do so. Gillis 
moved for disapproval of the applica- 
tion, 

Another man was present who had 
bought a lot from Stevens. He said 
that it had failed a percolation test. 

Mrs. Chryst had said that Stevens 
had told them that their lot would pass 
and had passed a percolation test.

Wilmington has such an instance. 
Lieutenant John Imbimbo is also 
Selectman Imbimbo. When he offered 
his candidacy the Town Counsel ruled, 
after some study, that there was no 
conflict of interest 

In North Reading a Lieutenant of 
Police named William Smith was also 
elected a selectman, and then re- 
elected, in 1975 and 1976. In both elec- 
tions the men who were serving as 
town counsel (two different men) rul- 
ed there was no conflict of interest. 

Another attorney. Walter Bilowz, 
who had also served as a Town 
Counsel, was a candidate in the 1975 
élection. It was Attorney Bilowz qho

There were several charges, only 
two of which remained as the case 
drew to its close.

The second charge against Smith 
was that he was in violation of a 
Supreme Court ruling on incom- 
patibility of offices. Under that ruling 
the individual is required to accept 
the last job sought (in this case Select- 
man) and relinquish the first position 

Smith contended that he believed 
the North Reading Town Charter 
superseded the Common Law, in that 
a town employee is not barred from 
running for office 

Win or lose, the position of Mr. 
Smith could be a matter of 


widespread public interest if there 


was to be a ruling by the court 

It now seems there will be none. 
Mr. Smith-resigned as a selectman 
last week. In his letter of resignation 
to the Town Clerk Mr. Smith said he 
could not afford to risk a determina- 
tion by the court that he had resigned 
as a policeman, in accepting the 
selectmen’s position. 

Further Mr. Smith did not wish to 
impose upon the town of North 
Reading the additional expenses of 
appeals and so forth, after a ruling 

Mr. Smith said he enjoyed serving 
the town of North Reading, but it can 
be said, the case in which he was in- 
volved has now become No Case.
